President Nixon. 

The bill provides an average 
34.6 per cent raise to former 
GI’s, widows, disabled vets, and 
dependents who are attending 
college. The additional pay is 
retroactive to February Ist, 
and eligible students can ex- 
pect the increases to show in 
this month’s check. 

Three major benefits in the 
bill affecting SAC GI’s include: 

1, A change from a required 
14 units to 12 units as a full- 
time load. Santa Ana College 
has advised the Veterans Ad- 
ministration that it requires 
only 12 units for full time stu- 
dents. 

2. Tutorial assistance bene- 
fits up to $50 per month. It is 
designed to prevent veterans 
from failing courses. These 
benefits are provided for a 
maximum of nine months. 

3. Lump sum prepayments to 
regular vets who are attending 
less than half time. The old 
bill provided no compensation 
to vets carrying less than 7 
units. 

The effective date that these 
benefit changes will be put into 
effect has not yet been an- 
nounced by the Veterans Ad- 
ministration. It may be Febru- 
ary Ist or at the beginning of 
the next semester.

ASSAC Cabinet Meeting Packed 


Strike Petition Debated 


ASSAC President Hank 
White declared a petition ask- 
ing SAC students to sign for a 
vote ‘to be taken May 7, 1970 
on the decision for a student 
and faculty strike from all 
class activities on May 8, 11, 
and 12.” In protest of the kill- 
ing of four students at Kent 
State University and President 
Nixon’s expansion of the war 
into Cambodia, legal at Wed- 
nesdays Senate meeting. 


Controversy over the petit- 
ion earlier when Dean 
Trawick declared the petition 
publicity and therefore illegal 
printed miaterial. Pletitionlers 
were then asked by Trawick to 
wait until the twelve o’clock 
Cabinet meeting. If they con- 
tinued to distribute the petit- 
ions, Trawick said, they would 
be “summarily suspended.” 


At the Cabinet meeting, 
White said that the petition 
would be upheld but that 700 
names would have to be on the 
petition by the end of the day 
in order for. the president to 
call an emergency sesion of the 
Senate. “If the petition is turn- 
ed in any later,” White said 
“The voting will have to be 
post-poned.”

Dean Trawick spoke up at 
this point. “Even if the petit- 
ion is successful and the vote 
comes out in favor of a strike, 
it will have to be in accordance 


with the individual teacher’s 
discretion. There is a state 


‘aw that states that we must 
maintain classes for a certain 
number of days each year. 
Therefore we cannot let out 
classes on administration ap- 
proval. However we do not ob- 
ject to the individual teacher 
using his discretion in what 
speaker or subject is taught in 
his class. This is all right as 
long as the professor continues 
his educational instruction sc 
that the student can complete 
his class year according to the 
rules of the state law.’ 


One of the main problems 
in meeting was the misunder- 
standing of what the petition 
stood for. Some thought that 
the petition was for a direct 
action on the strike which was 
untrue, 

Many comments from the au- 
dience of fifty or more that 
was packed into the small ASB 
office were varied; ‘If the pe- 
tition is successful will the vo- 
ting be carried by responsible 


students and faculty mem- 
bers?” No answer was given 
in the confusion. 

“If students do not go to 
class on the ascribed days will 
those students be dropped from 
class?’’ Trawick answered, ‘“‘the 
individual proffessor has the 
right to drop the protesting 
students. However no professor 
that I know of has dropped a 
student for missing three days 
of his class.” 


Mayor Discusses 
Ethnic Problems 


Mayor Lorin Griest joined 
the Ethnic groups and = Con- 
tempory United States class 


yesterday to discuss the prob- 
lems in Santa Ana facing mi- 
nority factions. 


In the guided discussion by 
Mayor Griset, a blackboard list 
of human problems was made 
and then applied to a central 
theme of discrimination. It was 
considered as the most pertin- 
ent criteria in evaluating prob- 
lems in local community. Dis- 
crimination, the class thought, 
was brought about through sel- 
fishness, greed, prejudice, and 
other self induced criteria. 


Mayor Griset lead the dis- 
cussion into the new.y formed 
Human Relations Commision as 
he hit upon the topic of majori- 
ties. ‘‘Majorities,’ said the ma- 
yor, ‘are racially white.” He 
believed that all other races 
were the minority. 


In turning to the Human Roe- 
lations Commission, Mayor Gri- 
sat said, “I have always thought 
that it was the responsibility of 
the majority to take the init- 
lative to solve the problems of 
the minority.” 

The commission is composed 
of three blacks, four Mexican- 
Americans, and “eight other 
categories.’’ The mayor expres- 
sed great concern for students 
to understand the funetion of 
the committee. It was his in- 


CASEY BROWN RESIGNS 


Kulisich Takes Over Seat

In a surprise move, Senate 
President Casey Brown resign- 
ed his position last Monday, 
April 27. The move was largely 
precipitated by pressure from 
senators Ernie Spokes, Mike 
Martelotti, and presidential 
candidate Wayne Blue. The 
senators felt Brown was not 
properly fulfilling his duties. 


John Kulisich is the new 
senate president and student 
body vice-president. Kulisich 
was senate pro tempore, and 
was thus automatically elevat- 
ed when Brown resigned. 


“IT was completely taken by 
surprise when Casey resigned,” 
he explained. “About a month 
ago when I was running for pro 
tem, he told me if I won he’d 
be willing to resign. But noth- 
ing had happened so I figured 
he had changed his mind.” 

Kulisich was satisfied with 
the way in which the first Sen- 
ate meeting under his leader- 
ship was run. “I was afraid 
we'd get into a big parliamen- 
tary hassle like we have often 
in the past. Hassle is the right 
word. I had help from the sena- 
tors, however, and the meeting 
went fairly smooth.” 

Legislative action was passed 
modifying the rules pertaining 
to pep squad tryouts, eliminat- 


ing coaches from the judging. 

Sheri Gregord has taken 
over Kulisich’s position as sen- 
ate pro tem, and is currently

ABORTION SHOULD BE 
AN 
‘INALIENABLE’ RIGHT 

On September 17, 1787, the 
Constitution of the United 
States was ratified. Since that 
time, 22 amendments have been 
added. The purpose of the Con- 
stitution and amendments is to 
protect the welfare of the peo- 
ple and guarantee them “cer- 
tain inalienable rights.” 

What could be a more in- 
alienable right than for a wo- 
man to have control of the 
functioning and reproducing 
actiivties of her own body? 

Men are allowed to be made 
sterile if they so desire, but 
doctors are reluctant, or pos- 
sibly unable, to perform a 
sterilizing operation on a wo- 
man unless there is a dire 
medical emergency. The same 
holds true for an abortion. 

Because birth control met- 
hods fail, a woman should have 
the right to decide at any time, 
in conjunction with her hus- 
band (if she is married and 
they are living together), 
whether or not she will bear 
a conceived child. 

The question of abortion 
and/or sterilization should be a 
medical one, strictly between 
the concerned parties and a 
doctor, and not a judicial one. 
Whether or not an embryo is a 
human being should be decided 
between the persons involved 
and their God, for it is, after 
all, a religious question. 

The Constitution guarantees 
the rights of the people, and a 
separation of Church and State.

Any such statements 
show a choice to sacrifice 
knowledge about real problems 
to a gyrandstanding type of 
demogoguery. 

As a point of knowledge, of 
absence thereof (unless Mr. 
Belton has imside scoop which 
even those directly involved do 
not have), we thaven’t won 
those day care centers yet, but 
we’re working on it. He might 
soon be able to give what he 
(in his weak attempts at sar- 
donic wit), calls praise for us 
for being successful, not in his 
usual imagination, but in fact.

Beef Box Creates Controversy 


SAC students retired hot-un- 
der-the-collar, but grimly re- 
freshed from last Thursday’s 
“Beef Box’, the second such 
free speech area held this year 
on the SAC campus. 


For an excitement-filled hour, 
disgruntled Dons covered a 
wide range of controversial 
school topics, in which the an- 
nual student budget ranked 
high on their lips. John Julian 
was one of the most outspoken 
protesters on the subject of the 
long-criticized Don Bookstore 
pricing and buy-back policies. 
Ron Sabo, student business 
manazer, filled his two-minute 
answer period explaining the 
bookstore’s policy to the best 
of his ability, but the contro- 
versy still lives. 


Presidential candidate for the 
fall semester, Howard Blue, 
next stepped up to the micro- 
phone and challenged Dean of 
Students William Corser to 
‘Joosen up on the speakers pro- 
gram” and “present a more 
balanced political view’. Blue

choosing speakers’ on campus. 


Another candidate for ASB 
President, Don Ventura, stated, 
“Tt’s about time that SAC stu- 
dents should start watching 
over their affairs more closely.

Reginald ‘‘Kingsnake’’ Jones, 
one of the two black students 
that participated in the ‘Beef 
Box’’, asked Dean Corser to 
identify himself as either a lib- 
eral or conservative, politically. 
Corser refused to reply, and 
most of those attending agreed 
that it was a personal matter 
which did not concern the col- 
leze. The discussion was drop- 
ped. 

Other gripes centered around 
the firemen on campus being 
given a broader range of edu- 
cational development than just 
a fire science major. A heated 
discussion broke out when stu- 
dent John Haley accused SAC 


also accused Corser of ‘load- 
ing the special events with ul- 
tra - conservative  speakers’’.

“Tt will be a real challenge vo 
go to Santa Ana College,” stat- 
ed new basketball coach Bill 
Oates. Oates was picked from 
among numerous applicants for 
the new job upon the resigna- 
tion of Bud Presley, Don coach 
for one year. 

Oates has been head basket- 
ball coach at Villa Park High 
School for the past six years, 
ever since the school opened, 
and has taken his team to the 
CIF playoffs four of those 
years. Last year his team was 
beaten in the quarter finals by 
Verbum Dei, who eventually 
won the CIF title. 

Before his Villa Park coach- 
ing career, he was Occidental 
freshman coach for three years 
and an assistant at Cresenta 
Valley prior to that. Another 
reason why Oates came to San- 
ta Ana College was stated when 
he said, ‘‘I have a great respect 
for the administration and peo- 
ple I have met there and have 
graduated for there.” 

Oates does regret leaving 
Villa Park.ds he said, ‘anytime 
you leave a situation that is a 
pleasant one, as it has been 
here, it’s hard to leave.” 


Jr. COLLEGE CHALLENGING 

There are some real chal- 
lenges in Junior College bas- 
ketball and he stated some. “In 
the Jr. College situation you 
have to take a group of indi- 
viduals from a number of dif 
ferent systems and mold them 
into a situation where they can 
put together a team effort in- 
stead of individual’s.”

I think basically 
whit I am trying to do ever 
since I got the job is to recruit 
the type of individual that has 
been accustomed to winning, 
first of all, with a winning tra- 
dition behind him.” 

He continued by saying, “I 
want the initelligentt individual. 
One who can make the adjust- 
ment and understand what he 
is doing. We will try and get 
the intelligent individuals, good 
competitors, and also those 
who have goals of transferring 
to four year schools.” 

He isn’t disappointed by last 
year’s team performance, but 
instead said, ‘‘last year’s team 
didn’t have a real successful 
season as far as won-lost, but 
they did gain valuable experi- 
ence and they actually surviv- 
ed a tough year so I’m sure 
they’re really geared to win.”
